In the field offices there are indicationB that the 00 flics are used for 
^ijllar ptffposes as well as contacts. While tho Utlo is "laboratory ^search 
Matters" 1 have no knouledge that the laboratory or research was involved in what 
is filed in then. 


Those are not tlw only records that would not bo searched for compUunce after 
they wore identified on the search slips. One example is having records on me filed 
ae an ap.dlcant for govoninont employment, which I was not - and there was not even 
a reason to suspect that 1 would be.
